NEW YORK, May 7.—The treaty of peace submitted to the 
German delegates at Versailles today by the representatives of 
the Allied powers reduces Germany to military impotency, re- 
stores Alsace-Lorraine to France and provides for reparation to 
the nations injured by her in the war. 

This was made known in an official summary of the treaty 
cabled from the American peace commission to the commission 
on public information in New York. At the same time official 
announcement was made that President Wilson had pledged 
himself to propose to the’senate an agreement that the United 
States, in conjunction with Great Britain, would go to the assist- 
ance of France in case of an unprovoked attack by Germany. 
The announcement of this proposed. agreement was made in a 


statement supplementing the official 


treaty.

All civilian damages are to be re- 
imbursed by Germany, her initial 
ayment to be 20,000,000,000 marks 
with subsequent payments to be ee- 
ured by bonds. She must replace 
shipping ton for ton, handing over a 
reat part of her mercantile tonnage 
and turning out new construction for 
the purpose. She must also devote 
her economic resources to rebuilding 
the devastated regions. 

Parts of Germany will be occupied 
ion a diminishing scale until repara- 
tion is made. 

Germany must agree to the trial.of

World's Longest Treaty, 

PARIS, May 7.—The treaty of peace 
between the twenty-seven Allied and 
Associated powers, on the one hand, 
and Germany on the other, was hand- 
led to the German plenipotentiaries at 
Versailles today. It is the longest 
treaty ever drawn. It totals 80,000 
mawords, divided into fifteen main sec- 
tions, and reprevents the combined 
product of over 1,000 experts work- 
ing continually through a series of 
lcommissiona for the three and one- 
half months since January 18. The 
treaty is printed im parallel pages of 
English and French, which are recog- 
nized as having equal validity. It 
does not deal with questions affecting 
Austria, Bulgaria, or Turkey, except 
ingifar as binding Germany to accept 
any agreemem reached with those 
former allies. Following the pream- 
ble and deposition of powerw comes the 
convenant of the League of Nations 
as the first section of the treaty. The

a violation by Germany of the 
conditions as to the zone fifty kilo- 
metres east of the Rhine will be re- 
garded as an act of war. 

The German navy is reduced to six 
battleships, six light cruisers and 
twelve torpedo boats, without submar- 
ines, and a personnel or not over 
15,000. All other vessels must be sur- 
rendered or destroyed. 

Germany is forbidden to build forts 
controlling the Baltic, must demolish 
Heligoland, open the Kiel canal to all 
nations, and surrender her fourteen 
submarine cables, 

She may have no military or naval 
air force except 10 unarmed seaplanes 
until October 1st. to detect mines and 
may manufacture aviation material 
for a six-month period. 

She agrees to retusn to the 1914 
most favored nation tariffs, without 
discrimination of any sort to allow al- 
lied and associated nationals freedom 
of transit through her territories, and 
to accept highly detailed provisions 
as to pre-war debts, unfair oompeti- 
tion, internationaNzation of roads and 
rivers and other economic and finan- 
cial clauses, 

Trial of Ex-Kalser. 

She also agrees to the trial of the 
ex-kaiser by an international high 
court for a supreme offence against 
international morality, and of other 
nationals for violation of the laws and 
customs of war, Holland to be asked 
to extradii» the former emperor and 
Germany being responsible for deliver- 
ing the latter. 

The League of Nations is accepted by 
the Allied and asociated powers as 
operative and by Germany in prin- 
ciple but without membership. Simi- 
larly an international labor body is 
brought into being with a permanent 
office und aunual cenvention, 

Germany accepts full responsibility 
for all dumages caused to Allied and 
associated governments and nationals, 
agrees specifically to reimburse all 
civilian damages beginning with an 
initial payment of 20,000,000,000 
marke, subsequent payments to be se- 
cured by bonds to be isuod at the dis- 
cretion of the reparation commission. 

Germany is to pay shipping damage 
on a ton-for-ton basis by cession of 
a large part of her merchant, coasting 
and river fleets, and by new con- 
struction, and to devote her ecunomic 
resources to the rebuilding of the de- 
vastated regions. 

A great number of international 
bodies of different kinds and for dif-

VERSAILLES, May 7.—In 
opening the session of the peace 
conference, M. Clemenceau, pre- 
siding officer, speaking to the 
Germans said in part: 

“Gentlemen: Plenipotentiarics 
of the German Empire: It is 
neither the time nor the place 
for superfluous words. You have 
before you the accredited pleni- 
potentiaries of all the small+and 
great powers united to fight to- 
gether in the war that has been 
80 cruclly imposed upon them. 

“The time has come when we 
must settle our account. 

“You have asked for peace, 
We are ready to give you peace. 
We shall present to you now a 
book which contains our condi- 
tions. You will be given every 
facility to examine these condi- 
tions and the time necessary for 
it. Everything will be done with 
the courtesy that is the privilege 
of ctvilized nations. 

“You will find us ready to give 
you any explanation you want, 
but this second treaty of Ver- 
sailles had cost us too much not 
to take on our sides all the nec- 
essary precautions and = guaran- 
tees that the peace shall be a 
lasting one. 

“The German plenipotentiaries 
will have a maximum period of 
15 days within which to present 
in English and French 
written observations on the 
whole of the treaty. Before the 
expiration of the aforesaid period 
of 15 days the German delegates 
will be entitled to send their 
reply on particular headings of 
the treaty, or to ask questions in 
regard to them.”

durable peace, the plenipotentiaries 
(having communicated their full pow- 
ers, found in good and due form, have 
agreed as follows) :— 

(Frem the coming into force of the 
present treaty, the state of war will 
terminate. From the moment, and 
subject to the provisions of this treaty, 
official relations with Germany and 
with each of the German states, will 
be resumed by the allied and associ- 
ated powers. ) 

League of Nations, 

Section 1—The covenant of the 
League of Nations constitutes section 
one of the peace treaty, which places 
upon the league many specific, in ad- 
dition to its general duties, It may 
question Germany at any time for a 
violation of the neutralized zone east 
of the Rhine as a threat against the 
world’s peace, It will appoint three 
of the five members of the Saar com- 
mission, oversee its regime and carry 
out the plebiscite, It will appoint the 
high commissioner of Danzig, guar- 
antee the independence of the free 
city, and arrange for treaties between 
Danzig and Germany and Poland, 

It will work out the mandatory sys- 
tem to be applied to the former Ger- 
man colonies, and act as a final court 
in part of the piehbiscites of the Bel- 
gian-German frontier and in disputes 
as to the Kiel canal, and decide cer- 
tain of the economic and _ financial 
problems, An international confer- 
ence On iabor is to be heid in October

Objections Made in House of 
Commons to Canadian Credit 
for Roumania 


OTTAWA, May 7.—After a quiet 
afternoon sitting, during which some 
minor government measures were ad- 
vanced a stage, the commons tonight 
in committee considered the Bill cov- 
ering the $350,000 appropriation for 
demobilization and other purposes 
connected with the termination of the 
war, 

D. D. McKenzie, opposition leader, 
having expressed the view that this 
vote should have followed the budget, 
and that the minister of finance should 
give the house a statement of war 
costs, - Sir Thomas White responded 
with some figures. The minister stat- 
ed that, so far the war had increosed 
the national debt to $1,348,000,000 
Outstanding war loans amount to $1,- 
506,275,922. Objection was taken by 
F. 8. Cahill, Pontiac, to othe Canadian 
credit given to Roumania. He thought 
that the manufacturers should be able 
to go out and get business for them- 
selves, The government was giving 
credit to Goubtful countries at tne 
expense of the people of Canada and 
for the benefit of the manufacturers. 

Hon. Rudolphe Lemicux advocated 
the appointment of a new minister of 
trade and commerce, declaring that 
Sir George Foster had been a srreat 
failure in this department. Later in 
the evening William Duff, Lunnen- 
berg, strongly criticized the adminis- 
tration of te Canadian naval service 
and asked for an investigation by a 
WMrliamentary committee.

Month's Delay Bofore--igning—~ 

Paris, May 7.--The Petit Par- 
isien says there will be a maxi- 
mum delay of one month before 
the signing of the peace treaty. 

Guarantees for France 

Paris, May 7.—In addition to 
the securities afforded in the 
treaty of peace, the president of 
the United States has pledged 
himself to propose to the Sen- 
ate of the United States, and the 
prime minister of Great Britain 
has pledged himself to propose 
to the parliament: of Great Bri- 
tain an engagement subject to 
the approval of the.council of the 
League of Nations, to come im- 
mediately to the assistance of 
France in case of unprovoked 
attack by Germany. 

Session Was Short 

Paris, May 6—The session of 
the peace congress, at which 
the treaty was presented to the 
Germans on Wednesday, last- 
ed only twenty minutes. It was 
opened by Premier Clemenceau, 
president of the peace  confer- 
ence, whose address was replied 
to by Count von Brockdorff-Rant- 
zau, the German foreign minis- 
ter and head of the enemy dele- 
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gation, The delivery of the 
copies of the treaty then took 
place, : 


Doesn't Want to Pay Indemnity 

Paris, May 7.—The German 
delegates to the peace congress 
declare that they will sign the 
peace treaty, but that Germany 
will not pay an indemnity. 

In the discussion of peace 
terms by Germany, through both 
her official and unofficial spokes- 
men, she has invariably drawn a 
distinction between reparation 
and indemnity, construing | the. 
latter in effect as punitive dam- 
ages, It seems probable, there- 
fore, that the refusal to pay an 
“indemnity” would mean in ef- 
feci, that she would decline to 
pay what she regarded as such 
damages,

Report of Superintendent of In- 


surance Shows Definite 
Increase in Year 


While the Ife insurance business 


is showing definite growth, the fire 


insurance premiums remained about 
the eame, during the past year, ac- 
cording to the figures submitted to 
R. L. Nicholson, of the provincial in- 
surance branch . Life insurance pre- 
muime for the year 1818 amounted to 
$3,617,198 as againet $3,095 000 the 
year previous, or a gain of 
$500,000.

The total amount of life {neurance 


written in 1918 was $30,278,702, and 
the amount actually dn force $112,- 
972,098. 

Fire insurance premiums were 
$2,861,255 or about the same as in 
1917, but the losses were much heay- 
ier. While the losses in 1918 were 
$1,280,648 the loss in 1917 was only 
about $856;000. 

There was an increase in automo- 
bile insurance, in live stock insurance 
and in accident and eickness, but the 
other emalier lines such as guaran- 
tee, tornado, burglary. ete., all show- 
ed a decrease. 
were decidedly below the average on 
account of the frost.

Purposes Granted by the 
Government 


- Provision -hag-inow been made in 
the regulations governing the grant- 
ing of grazing leases in the provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta and in the Peace River Block, 
whereby ten year leases may be grant- 
ed on vacant Dominion lands, located 
over forty miles from a railroad. 

The conditions are that the lease 
may be cancelled, or any portion of 
the leasehold withdrawn from the 
operation of the lease, on giving the 
lessee one year's notice in writing; 
after the lease has been held three 
years and after a railway has been 
graded and the rails laid within forty 
miles of the leasehold. 

These new provisions are steps to- 
ward fulfillment of the policy advo- 
leated by the Edmonton Board of 
Trade, that encouragement be given 
to render lands productive which are 
/too remote for successful development 
by the homesteader.

there is no disagreement between 
the principals, but only between

hole. 

Secrecy is intelligible when 
there is executive action to be tak- 
en; but so far from helping the 
conference to action in Russia, it 
has served as a soporific, The con- 
ference has lacked the drive that a 
reasonable policy of publicity 
would have given it, and the whole 
history of its deliberations has 
been of alternate dozings and 
rough awakenings. So with Russia, 
with Poland, with France, and 
with the question of reparation. 
The conference is now going full 
steam ahead, and hopes to finish by 
Easter. But there never was a 
dawdling train that did not make 
a great display of energy coming 
into the station where it has kept 
people waiting. If .some of the 
energy now being displayed had 
been spread oyer the whole period 
of the conference, the work would 
have been both better and sooner 
done, 

We are told that the conference 
has always been agreed that Ger- 
many ought to pay to the last 
penny that she is able to pay, and 
that all the difference of opinion 
has been among the experts, and 
has turned not on principle but on 
facts. When experts differ it is 
nearly always because the question 
has been wrongly put to them. 
They ought not to have been asked 
how much Germany could pay, but 
how Germany could be made to 
pay the specific sum which the 
conference had decided was due. 
The natural order in which this 
question of reparation should have 
been tackled by the conference 
was surely first to settle on the 
principle on which the damages 
should be assessed, then to make 
up the bill, then to present it and 
get an admission of the debt, and 
then, if Germany said that she 
could not pay, to get our experts 
to show her how she could. That, 
in effect, was the point put by the 
correspondent of the Matin whose 
interview we publish today. 

Mr. Lloyd George answered it 
by a rhetorical question. ‘‘Who 
says,’’ he asked, ‘‘that we have 
not done that?’’ To which his in- 
terviewer pointedly replied that 
no one had yet said that they had. 
Surely the amount of the debt de- 
pends not on how much Germany 
can pay, but on what damage the 
Allies have suffered; and the ac- 
knowlegment of the debt, again, 
does not depend on whether she 
can ever pay it, but on whether 
she recognizes our right to recover 
it. Mr, Lloyd George has insisted 
on that right. ‘‘We have an abso- 
lute right,’’ he said at Bristol last 
December, ‘'to demand the whole 
cost of the war, from Germany.’’ 
Mr. Lloyd George went on in the 
same Bristol speech to promise 
that it should be exercised. ‘‘We 
propose,’’ he said, ‘‘to demand the 
Whole cost of the war.’’ It is true 
that he went on to add a third 
point, that the. debt must be exact- 
ed in a way that would not do 
more harm to us than to Germany, 
but his fourth point was that a 
committee appointed by the Brit- 
ish cabinet. believed that that could 
be done. Is it any wonder that 
people are puzzled by these in- 
quiries about what Germany can 
pay before the amount of the debt 
that is due has been determined, 
before the bill has been presented, 
and before Germany has acknowl- 
edged the debt? 


But, Mr. Lloyd George now says, 
it is not enough to send in the bill; 
we must have guarantees for pay- 
ment. We must be able to say to 
the enemy when he pieads that he 
cannot pay: Oh, but you ean do 
this to meet us, and you can give

WEALTH ONLY FROM THE SOIL,

George Merrick, of Merrick-Ander- 
son, well known Winnipeg wholesale 
merchant, who for years has taken a 
deep personal interest in all matters 
relating to agriculture in this prov- 
ince, expresses the conviction that 
the public men of Canada and a great 
many others are putting the empha- 
sis in this reconstruction period at 
the wrong point. This is an agricul- 
tural province, with a rich and fertile 
soil, and the wealth which its people 


will have in future years must be 
got from the farm, 
“When Mr. Meighen visited this 


city” said Mr. Merrick to the Free 
Press, “and made his statement at 
the board of trade building, he told 
of the expenditure which the govern- 
ment was preparing to make, nine 
million dollars on this project, ten 
million dollars on that, thirty million 
dollars on the other, but not a word 
about the source from which all these 
funds must ultimately come. Not a 
word. You would think that they 
were going to get the money down 
there out of the Ottawa river. 

All Must Be Repaid. 

‘Our government speaks about ex- 
penditure on railways, on _ canals, 
and on the building of vessela and 
the costruction of the railway equip- 
ment, and so giving employment to 
soldiers, but nothing about produc- 
tion, nothing about the two-year-old 
heifer, nothing about the poultry. 
Not a word. How is the world going 
to be fed? 

“The premier of this province, good 
man, made a statement at the same 
time. He discussed the extension of 
the telephone system in the province, 
changes in the city system, the build- 
ing of plant in Winnipeg, to make 
apparatus, the establishment of other 
industrial plants, all involving the 
expenditure of money. This is all 
good and praiseworthy, but it is tem- 
porary.

BRUSSELS, May 6.-—A depot of 
German ammunition containing shells 
and bombs of every calibre and many 
gas shells has been exploding since 
yesterday morning at the rallway sta- 
tion at Groenendael, six miles south of 
Brussels, whete Canadian troops were 
inspected by King Albert eight days 
ago. The depot has been under guard 
of 150 Belgian soldiers, and 600 Ger- 
many prisoners have been at work 
near it. It is belleved there are many 
killed and wounded, but the number of 
victims will not be known for several 
days, Many houses in the neighbor- 
hood have completely collapsed and 
windows and roofs for two miles 
around the scene of the explosion have 
been shattered. 

This is especially the case at Hoey- 
jaert and neighboring towns where 
there are thousands of hot houses. 
the movement of trains over Namur- 
Luxemburg line has been interrupted. 
It is reported that while workmen 
were unloading a wagon filled with 
shells a detonator exploded in the 
hands of a German prisoner, setting 
fire to the ammunition boxes. 

After the explosion the German 
prisoners broke the barbed wire cor- 
don surrounding the camp and fled 
in all directions through the woods, 
Only 150 have been arrested since. 
The Belgian guards at the depots suc- 
ceeded in escaping in safety. The ex- 
plosions are clearly heard in Brussels 
and may be continued for days.

LONDON, May 7.—It is understood 
that the Duke of Devonshire will 
shortly retire as governor-general of 
Canada, and e Mail says that the 
office will be offered the Earl of Ath- 
lone, brother of Queen Mary, who 
would have succeeded the Duke of 
Connaught as governor-general of 
Canada had it not been for his duties 
with the British army. 


The Duke of Devonshire wae ap- 
pointed governor-general of Canada on 
June 27th, 1916, and was installed in 
office on November 11, 1016. The 
Earl of Athlone was born April 14th, 
1874, and is the son of the Duke of 
Teck. He was educated at Eton, and 
later became a general staff officer 
with the rank of brigadier-general, He 
served In Muiaieleland in 1896 and 
with the 7th Hussars in South Africa 
in 1900, being mentioned in dispatches 
during his services there. He was mar- 
ried on February 10th, 1904, to Prin- 
cess Alice} Countess of Athlone, daugh- 
ter of the late first Duke of Albany.
